Senator Foraker Creates a Sensation 
by Making Known Diplomatic Cor­ 
respondence Between Secretary of 
State Olney and Spanish Minister 
De Lome. 


Washington. May 20.—In the coarse 
of an exciting debate on the Cuban 
question in the senate Wednesday Mr. 
Foraker (Rep., Ohio) declared: 
“In spite of the limitations which are 
Imposed upon me I feel at liberty to 
state that mediation has been tender­ 
ed by this government and has keen 
rejected by Spain.” 
Discussing the Morgan resolution on 
its merits, Mr. Foraker said that di­ 
rect intervention w?as a better, shorter 
and more Christianlike way than the 
adoption of the resolution. He would 
Bay to Spain: ‘‘In the name of civiliza­ 
tion and humanity, as well in the in­ 
terest of our commerce, you must come 
to a stop, and you must do so Imme­ 
diately.” 
Mr. Foraker then read at 
length from the Olney letter as well 
as the consular report which is credit­ 
ed to Gen Lee. 
The extract was quoted as follows, 
no date being given: 
“I cannot understand the truth cf 


tne united states could not contem­ 
plate with complacency another ten 
years of Cuban insurrection. His sug­ 
gestion looked to finding a way to “co­ 
operate with Spain in the immediate 
pacification of the island on such a plan 
as, leaving Spain her rights of sov­ 
ereignty, shall yet secure to the people 
*f the island all such rights and pow- 
V s of local self-government as they 
can reasonably ask. To that end the 
United States offers and* will use her 
good offices at such time and in such 
manner as may be deemed most ad­ 
visable.” 
Mr. Olney then suggests that neither 
Spain nor the Cubans can reasonably 
object to this intervention, and adds 
that lf anything is to be done It should 
be done at once and on Spain's initia­ 
tive. 
In closing he says the com­ 
munication is prompted by the friend­ 
liest feelings toward Spain and 
the 
Spanish people, and adds: 
“To at­ 
tribute to the United States any hos­ 
tile or hidden purposes would be 
a 
grave and most lamentable error. The 
United States has no designs 
upon 
Cuba and no designs against the sov­ 
ereignty of Spain.”

Further on Mr. Olney calls attention 
to the fact that capital is fast with­ 
drawing from the island, "frightened 
away by the utter hopelessness of the 
outlook.” He continued: “It may well 
be feared that if the present insurrec­ 
tion is to be of shorter duration than 
the last it will be because the end is 
to come sooner or later through the in­ 
ability of Spain to prolong the conflict 
and through her abandonment of the 
island to the heterogeneous combina­ 
tion of elements and of races now in 
arms against her.” Such a conclusion, 
Mr. Olney said, would almost inevita­ 
bly result in a w’ar of races, with the 
probable establishment of a “white and 
black republic.” 
"The situation thus described,” he 
says, "is of great interest to the people 
of the United States. They are inter­ 
ested in any struggle anywhere for 
freer political institutions.

Recognition of Cuba’s belligerency 
has been delayed by the disposition of 
the administration to avoid any ap­ 
pearance of offensive eagerness in the 
matter. 
It it evident, however, that 
opinions have ohanged since last w i ot­ 
ter,because the conditions have chang­ 
ed. 
They have appeared at that time a 
probability 
that 
the 
insurrection 
would be put down eventually, but 
that chance has vanished since.

many reasonable persons now think 
that Spain can ever recover its old 
authority in the island.
